Field Museum scientists have discovered a 
new “top predator” dinosaur in North Amer- 
ica, a significant precursor to T. rex and an 
important part of an emerging fossil record 
for the continent, the museum planned to an- 
nounce early Friday 

The 4-ton, 30 -foot animal was discovered 
in a region of 100 million-year-old rock in 
Utah during a museum expedition led by 
Peter Makovicky curator of dinosaurs, and 
Lindsay Zanno, then a postdoctoral fellow at 
the Field. 

Siats meekerorum— named by the scien- 
tists after a man-eating monster of legend 
from the region’s Ute Indian people and the 
Meekers, a museum donor family from Evan- 
ston— helps flesh out what has been a skeletal 
picture of North American wildlife in the tens 
of millions of years before Tyrannosaurus rex 
was the dominant predator. 

Although Siats is the third-largest carni- 
vore found on the continent, this fossil is no 
Sue, the largely intact T. rex skeleton that 
presides over the Field’s central hall. Indeed, 
it takes imagination to turn the smattering 
of bones that rested earlier this week on a 
striped tablecloth in the museum’s back office 
into a predatory behemoth. 

But mostly, it takes science, the kind of 
knowledge that can extrapolate from a hip- 
bone’s telltale notch and distinctive open- 
ings in vertebrae to determine that this was 
a member of the allosauroids’ megaraptor 
subgroup— and “the top dog in his neighbor- 
hood, so to speak,” Makovicky said. 

In 2008, Zanno spotted the first of the 
bones on a hillside in Utah’s Cedar Mountain 
Formation, days before the group’s relatively 
unfruitful expedition was to end and as “mo- 
rale was low,” said Zanno, now director of 
paleontology at North Carolina Museum of 
Natural Sciences. 

Friday’s publication in Nature Commu- 
nications of Zanno and Makovicky’s paper, 
“Neovenatorid theropods are apex predators 
in the Late Cretaceous of North America,” 
marks the official unveiling of the new species. 

“The gist of this paper is about the chang- 
ing of the guard among the top apex preda- 
tors,” said University of Chicago paleontolo- 
gist Paul Sereno, who read an advance copy 
of the paper. And while the couple of dozen 
bones do not include the ideal full-skull find, 
it is “very significant,” he said. 

“It’s from a really poorly known time peri- 
od out West. You need these flagpoles,” Sere- 
no said. “They may not be pretty Aou’re not 
going to mount {the Siats bones] on a stick. 
But it’s enough” to further the developing be- 
lief that “pre-tyrannosaur giants” had radiated 
across the globe.

I have never found a fly in my soup. But, I have had a glass of 
red wine spilled on a new white dress shirt, found hair in my 
food and had a plate of ravioli dumped in my lap. And yet, I 
don’t know if I’ve ever been as annoyed with a restaurant as I 
was on a recent Sunday night at Aio, the newest dining des- 
tination from Matthias Merges (formerly of Charlie Trot- 
ter’s, currently owner at Billy Sunday Yusho) in Hyde Park. 

You don’t mess with my Sunday evenings. They are sacro- 
sanct. Sunday is the day where I put the ills of the past week 
behind me prepare for the week to come. Maybe you go to a 
movie, watch a ball game or read 50 shades of something on 
your couch in a threadbare Snuggie, but for me, the great es- 
cape is going out to a restaurant for a Sunday dinner. Some- 
one else does the dishes, the wine flows and I get a chance 
to enjoy a dining room outfitted how I wish my own place 
would look if I had unlimited cash to blow on designer fur- 
niture. And then there is lots of great food cooked by great 
chefs— unless, of course, there is no dinner. 

Brunch: It’s what’s for dinner 

This particular Sunday, I had a hot date. We had coordinat- 
ed schedules and canceled other plans to hit A10. Earlier in 
the week, we’d both drooled over AlO’s French and Italian- 
skewing dinner menu. The restaurant is named after the auto- 
strada or AIO highways that cut through France and Italy; it is 
inspired by Merges and his wife, architect Rachel Crowl’s, trav- 
els through the region. Merges and his chef John Vermiglio 
(Graham Elliot Bistro, Bravo’s “Around the World in 80 Plates”) 
had come up with a spectacular selection.

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When we arrived at 7 pm, we had visions of 
bucatini carbonara and boudin noir dancing in 
our heads, but we were given a brunch menu. 
We assumed it was a mistake. Our server as- 
sured us they only serve brunch on Sundays, 
and that we weren’t the only ones who’d com- 
plained. We asked if the website mentioned 
this. It didn’t. The people at the table in front of 
me complained that the brunch dishes were 
overpriced. It’s true that $18 for a fried oyster 
eggs Benedict felt a little steep, but no one I 
know in town is making such a soft and fluffy 
English muffin, poaching eggs so expertly or 
whipping up as silky a hollandaise. Pumpkin 
brioche ($6) was dry and tasted like it had 
been sitting around all day; I’d have preferred 
a Cinnabon. The people at the table behind me 
complained too, but that’s because they were 
vegetarians and had a tough time finding any- 
thing on the limited brunch menu they liked 
that didn’t have meat. But, as with people, it’s 
not the best moments that define a restaurant. 
It’s what they do in the worst moments that 
truly inform. 

The taming by the crew 

Vermiglio came out of the kitchen and offered 
to cook an eggplant gratin (which was not on 
the brunch menu) for the vegetarians. Front- 
of-house manager Malcolm Simkoff took a 
savage verbal beating from the price complain- 
ers, smiled graciously and offered to adjust

their bill. Though that pumpkin brioche wasn’t 
great, Simkoff had brought it to our table gratis 
because there was a problem with another des- 
sert my date and I had ordered. He then heard 
my tale of disappointment and anticipation of 
a romantic, relaxing dinner and comped much 
of our brunch bill. When I spoke with Merges 
a few days later, I told him I was a little disap- 
pointed. “You and everyone else. We got killed,” 
he said. “We wanted to do something a little 
quicker for Sundays. We’re working on it. We’ll 
likely create a card of maybe five extra dishes 
[to broaden the menu] on Sundays.” The AIO 
team also has since changed the website menu 
title from “Brunch” to “Sunday Service” to indi- 
cate the special menu. 

AIO dinner No. 2 

I still wanted that dinner menu, so I returned 
three days later. Just as I was about to be seat- 
ed, Simkoff recognized me from Sunday’s meal 
and said, “I’m so glad you’re giving us another 
chance. I hope tonight is better.” It was. Tender 
tubes of housemade bucatini ($14) coddled 
a 60-minute egg (yes, 60 whole minutes-it’s 
cooked at roughly 60 degrees Celsius until the

white just sets, leaving a warm, velvety yolk) 
and tiny crisp polygons of guanciale, aka pig 
jowl bacon, from Benton’s in Tennessee. The 
whole thing was soaked in cream and show- 
ered with biting red pepper. Packed with so 
many comforting carbs, I’m pretty sure I could 
have convinced a group of chain-smoking, diet- 
disciplined supermodels to wolf this down. 

Though it sounds like a cool French film, 
boudin noir ($22) is blood sausage. I know that 
sounds like a dare, but the AIO version, a cus- 
tard-like pork sausage spiked with sweet spices, 
was a beautiful encased meat slathered with a 
creamy swoosh of hollandaise. Vermiglio added 
a nice bit of brightness in the form of a side gar- 
nish of pickled squid. I also dug the punchy red 
wine-poached raisin broth drizzled on a plate of 
medium-rare juicy duck breast ($27). 

There were only two dishes I had any mi- 
nor issue with. To make a dish of wood-fired 
snails stewed with pearl onions and roasted 
garlic and topped with biscuits, Merges said he 
sources live snails from California and purges 
them of off-flavors by feeding them herbs be- 
fore cooking. Snails are often rubbery, but this 
escargot was soft and smoky. That effort paid 
off, but the whole thing was a little flat and just 
needed more salt. Olive oil donuts ($8) were 
hot from the fryer glistening in sugar and a gel 
of lemon curd. The first bite was life-affirming, 
but once I got to the center, they were a little 
too dense. These were minor quibbles, really. 


It’s not as if anyone was asking me to eat break- 
fast for dinner, like they were a few days earlier. 

Not your grandpa’s Hyde Park 

One of the more compelling things about AIO is 
how lively it was for a restaurant that had only 
been open a week and a half. The folks seated 
next to me were North Side-dwelling food- 
ies who loved Alinea and wanted to see what 
the restaurant’s former sommelier Richard 
Richardson-the skinny white general manager 
rocking the super-afro-was up to. There was 
a big table of young undergrads celebrating. 
There were a lot of people on dates rubbing 
elbows with professorial types and groups of 
hard-drinking grad students. The place was 
packed at 10 p.m. on a Wednesday night. 

Bottom line 

Hyde Park has a rich history; it has always been 
a magically diverse, smart and cultured place. 

It had museums, great bookstores and even 
a few good restaurants like Medici, La Petite 
Folie, Ribs & Bibs and Rajun Cajun. But it hasn’t 
really had an eminent dining spot. AIO fills that 
void well. And yet, it’s not just a place for Hyde 
Parkers-it’s good enough to be a destination 
for all Chicagoans who love great food.

It should tell you something that a festival devoted to poutine now exists in Chicago. Poutine, 
of course, is the Quebecois dish of fries, gravy and cheese curds, an invention tailor-made for 
Chicago sensibilities. Around town, limitless versions abound, from foie gras mousse and pork 
belly at BadHappy Poutine Shop to vegetarian herbed mushroom gravy at The Bad Apple. 
Chef Stephen Dunne at Paramount Room contributes to the canon using duck that’s braised 
overnight in ale and red wine. He pulls the meat off the bone and pours its braising liquid over 
thrice-cooked french fries, finishing with melted manchego cheese. Perhaps it’s the lack of 
an overly gooey or creamy element, or that the duck isn’t cooked confit, but unlike other ver- 
sions, I found this poutine didn’t leave my stomach in a pit of despair. This feels like November 
food-not quite December roast or January chili, just a hefty and comforting dish of fried pota- 
toes to counter the outside chill, tribune

Eight months ago, 
the French- Canadian 
dramedy “Starbuck” 
opened in Chi- 
cago. The schmaltzy 
cheaply sentimental 
film featured an un- 
likable guy trying to 
prove he’s not a jerk by doing things the only 
way he knows how and waiting for everyone 
to give him a break. 

It had Vince Vaughn’s name written all 
over it. 

Abracadabra, we have “Delivery Man,” 
the Vaughn-starring remake of “Starbuck,” 
unfortunately still written and directed by Ken 
Scott. Perhaps a new filmmaker would have 
embraced the nitty-gritty details of David 
(Vaughn) finding out that a procedural error 
led to his 693 sperm donations spawning 533 
children, 142 of whom contest their biological 
father’s right to anonymity A different director 
could have suggested that the goons hounding 
David and his family for his $80,000 debt ac- 
tually mean business, and could have acknowl- 
edged that not all children conceived via sperm 
donation have no father figure.

without coming clean about his identity This 
behavior is played for laughs, even when he 
introduces Kristen (Britt Robertson), who 
doesn’t know David is her father, as “an ex- 
drug addict” to some of her newfound broth- 
ers. In reality this probably would crush her. 
It’s not even the scene’s worst moment. That 
comes when David claims to be the adoptive 
father of a young man with special needs, 
and David uncomfortably repeats the word 
“disabled” so many times you think his brain’s 
a skipping record. 

I’m not a grinch. I loved ‘About Time,” 
a movie that practically came coated in 
powdered sugar. I feel nothing but irritation 
for “Delivery Man” because the film sets up 
an extreme situation that begs for emotional 
authenticity but only presents superficial, un- 
earned feel-goodery David doesn’t want to be 
a dad; he wants to be a cheerleader. He only 
identifies each of his kids by one trait, and 
you can imagine him thinking of them as “the 
lifeguard” or “the Jason Mraz-looking street 
performer.” When one actually tries to spend 
extended time with him, David complains. 

Off the top of my head, we’ve had the 
scene in “Road Trip.” We’ve had the medio- 
cre “The Babymakers.” And now “Starbuck” 
and “Delivery Man.” Hollywood, it’s time for 
some Regina George-style advice: Stop trying 
to make sperm bank comedies happen.

So when Woody

Bruce Dern) and his 
son, David (Will Forte in a rare dramatic 
role), humoring him, stop in dad’s hometown 
on the way to pick up his million-dollar win- 
nings from a sweepstakes mailing, it’s no sur- 
prise that the folks in Hawthorne, Neb., get 
excited about his fortune. Well, at first. Old 
friends toast Woody as a celebrity, and the 
local paper wants to do a story. Then family 
and ex-business partners start calling in old

favors, wondering how a man they say took 
so much from them could hit the jackpot and 
leave them out in the cold. 

If that financial bickering sounds familiar, 
it’s because director Alexander Payne (“Elec- 
tion,” ‘About Schmidt”) covered similar 
ground in 2011’s spotty “The Descendants.” 
With “Nebraska,” he delivers additional 
laughs and a deeper sense of people revealing 
their true colors. Some family members may 
as well be strangers, and those who haven’t 
given up are hanging on distantly to dreams 
they barely recall. 

Of course, Payne can’t totally get away 
from his trademark condescension. Too often 
“Nebraska” repeats its dim view of small- 
town intelligence; an effort to depict limited 
opportunities becomes a judgment of unap- 
pealing people living unfulfilling lives. Cer- 
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tain local flourishes are both revealing and 
hilarious— it’s hard not to love the mundane 
comments among old, non-chatty guys while 
watching a Bears/Lions football game— but 
other details go too far. Really, David’s mom 
(a memorable June Squibb) flashes her down- 
stairs goods to the tombstone of a guy she 


says wanted to get in her pants? 

Ultimately “Nebraska” attempts to paste 
on emotion that’s not quite there and teach 
lessons that seem like they’ve already been 
learned, Yet these characters demonstrate 
that just because your search was fruitless 
doesn’t mean the trip isn’t worthwhile.

gestions for how to get home (or wherever) 
for the holidays without all the extra stuff. 

» You do not need a bag larger than a carry- 
on. You don’t. Starting with a giant bag gives 
you a mental excuse to fill the damn thing, 
which means you’ll end up with more than 
you need. Limiting your packing space equals 
limiting the number of things you can pack 
equals bringing fewer things. It’s science. 

» Unless you’re traveling to a third-world 


country, you probably don’t need to pack 
anything “just in case.” Everywhere has 
toothpaste and shampoo and deodorant. 
Everywhere. So unless you have some sort of 
fancy prescription toiletries, you don’t need 
to worry about getting 3-ounce portions 
of face wash and conditioner together and 
making sure they fit in those little plastic 
baggies. And if you’re staying with family 
they’ll probably have these things already and 
let you borrow them. (You should check first, 
though; it’s only polite.) 

» You do not need that many pairs of 
shoes. Or pants. Or shirts. Or anything, re- 
ally The trick is to make the things you pack 
work for you in more than one way With the 
exception of underwear and socks, you’re 
probably going to rewear a few things, so you 
may as well make sure the things you bring 
will work with each other to provide you 
with enough outfits for day/night/parties/ 
whatever. 

» Be aware of the weather at your travel 
destination and remember to pack accord- 
ingly, but don’t use the fact that it’s cold as 


an excuse to bring more things. 

Instead, make sure the things 
you do pack can be layered. 

» Comfortable shoes. I’ll say 
this again: comfortable shoes. If 
you’re doing any sort of traveling * 
that entails walking around for 
any length of time, make sure 
your footwear can hack it and 
is weather-appropriate. (Yours 
truly wore Converse in Germany 
for too long and was nearly 
crippled by the time she returned.) 

» Make a list. Yes, I know, you don’t need 
a list. But seriously, make a list. Make sure 
you have things you NEED, not things you 
THINK you need. 

» Pack smart. You’ve heard about stuff- 
ing smaller items into your shoes and 
maybe you’ve laughed about it but DON’T 
LAUGH, because that’s a crazy smart thing 
to do. Also, rolling your shirts makes them 
less prone to wrinkling, and they also take up 
less space. 

» Are you traveling with gifts? Is there no 



way you can ship them in advance? This is 
pretty much the only instance that it’s OK 
to check a bag— and it should be the ONLY 
bag you check. If you’re one of those people 
who tends to buy clothes as gifts, don’t wrap 
them in advance, if you can help it. 

Whether you’re visiting family or going 
to Europe to stay in a cave hotel, bringing a 
bunch of stuff isn’t going to make your trip 
better. Focus on where you’re going and 
whom you’re going to see. And leave all your 
weird hair appliances at home.

LaQuisheQ Wright

She knew they were waiting to hear from 
her— Channing Tatum’s millions of fans. 

It had been more than an hour since 
LaQuishe Wright had posted a photo of the 
actor on his Twitter account, dressed in a 
suit and “Headed to the Zeigfield.” Now she 
and Tatum had arrived at the “White House 
Down” premiere, and Wright needed to give 
his followers another update. 

So as he began walking down the red car- 
pet, posing for photographs and greeting 
reporters, she stayed close by. Glued to her 
iPhone, she was barely noticeable among the 
melee. But Wright was one of the most im- 
portant members of Tatum’s entourage that 
evening: his social media manager, paid to 
make sure his fans ( 8.2 million on Facebook, 
5.3 million on Twitter and 2.6 million on In- 
stagram) are aware of what he’s up to on a 
near-hourly basis. 

As studio executives and casting directors 
increasingly factor in a celebrity’s digital fan 
base, maintaining a healthy online presence 
has become vital for Hollywood stars. That’s 
where Wright and a generation of her tech- 
sawy peers come in, helping to amplify and 
control the reputations of public figures via 
social media. 


For social media buffs, it sounds like a 
dream job: tweeting for a living. But Wright— 
whose client roster includes Zac Efron, Paul 
Walker, Nicholas Sparks and movie studios 
like Sony Pictures and 20 th Century Fox— is 
constantly on-guard. 

‘A lot of celebrities have an aversion to 
Twitter, and I get it— they’re scheduled every 
four minutes of their life, and they don’t want 
to have to worry about it,” said Wright, who 
goes by “Q.” “But if you have a great social 
presence, that is a 100 percent benefit. Fans 
are more prone to go see Channing Tatum’s 
movie if he’s telling them about it— not a stu- 
dio.” 

Many studios have their own in-house digi- 
tal teams but will hire consultants like Wright 
to work on specific projects. The messages 
she sends out are conversational in tone — 
encouraging fans to check out a behind-the- 
scenes photo or sending out good wishes on 
certain holidays. 

There are plenty of Twitter holdouts — 
mostly high-profile stars like George Cloo- 
ney, Ryan Gosling and Jennifer Lawrence — 
who for reasons of privacy or mystery have 
chosen to stay out of the digital limelight. 
That can prove frustrating to executives like 
Jones, who says, “It’d be a dream for all of our 
actors to have a big social media following.” 

“Honestly, though, I do think it’s really 
hard for a celebrity to run all of their accounts 
by themselves,” she added. “The smart ones 
understand they need someone to help.”

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Lupe Fiasco is a rapper 
filled with contradictions

The first lyric on last year’s Lupe Fiasco album, 
“Food & Liquor II: The Great American Rap 
Album Pt. i,” reads as follows: “Now I can’t 
pledge allegiance to your flag/’Cause I can’t 
find no reconciliation with your past.” He has 
said his next album, “Tetsuo & Yrnth,” will be 
in a lighter, more pop style, de-emphasizing 
this kind of intense social commentary 

True? 

“Nah,” he says. “It’s about smoking crack.” 

The Chicago-born rapper pauses a beat to 
wait for this deadpan joke to sink in. “There’s 
literally a song on the album called ‘Smoking 
Crack’— featuring Chris Brown,” he clarifies. 
“If you take that to be a political statement, 
OK. That’s for you.” 

“Political” is a bit of a dirty word lately for 
Fiasco, 31, whose given name is Wasalu Mu- 
hammed Jaco. Earlier this year, he had the 
audacity to criticize President Obama— in 
one freestyle rap, circulated widely online, he 


declared he didn’t vote for him— during an 
inauguration performance. After months of 
resulting bad press, Fiasco spends the first 
few minutes of a phone interview from an 
L.A. tour stop railing against the idea that 
he’s political. 

“The majority of my music has nothing 
to do with politics. It has nothing to do with 
social commentary” he says. ‘A lot of my mu- 
sic is fantasy-based— daydreaming, giant ro- 
bots flying through the sky Interlaced in that is 
stories {of} where I come from, what I’ve seen 
as a child. Sometimes it’s fantasy Sometimes 
it’s the reality of being a black man in America 
growing up in dangerous neighborhoods.” 

Then, in his funny fast-paced way Fiasco 
contradicts himself by launching into a diatribe 
that can only be described as social commen- 
tary “When somebody says, ‘Lupe’s being po- 
litical,’ it’s not a progressive or positive thing. 
It’s always to kind of put me down, or wash out 
what I’m saying,” he says. “If you’re going to ad-

dress violence in the city you’re going to have 
to deal with everything in the city— not just 
the Gold Coast and Wicker Park. I spoke this 
directly to the mayor’s face— ‘if you really want 
to fix this city you got to treat this city like it’s 
the entire city’ ” 

Fiasco says “Tetsuo & Youth,” due some- 
time in early 2014, is likely to be in the soft, 
sentimental vein of its first single, “Old School 
Love,” which he released a month ago. But 
“Tetsuo,” which he has said was partly inspired 
by the young motorcycle gang member in

“Y)u’ll get a superstar, something that’s nice 
and soft,” he says. “Then you’ll get the weight 
that’s coming from this record and the next 
couple of singles— just a very hard, aggressive 
kind of record, stuff that’s built and engineered 
for clubs, and the opposite of what ‘Old School 
Love’ will sound like. ... Of course, you want to 
be played on the radio and have a nice pop re- 
cord. But I want to challenge myself.”
